Voters ready 


for Nov. 6 
election

AGAWAM - After the town has recovered from 
the effects of Hurricane Sandy, residents here will 
be tasked the same responsibility as the rest of the 
country in terms of casting their ballots for president 
and vice president, as well several other regional 
races in the state and federal legislatures. 

Town Clerk Richard Theroux is predicting more 
than 80 percent of the voting population will turnout 
for the National Election on Tuesday, Nov. 6. 

“I think it is going to be very high,” Theroux said 
Monday morning. “We are working diligently to 
make sure the election goes as smooth as possible.” 

With eight precincts in town, Theroux said extra 
poll workers have been hired and there will be a pro- 
gram for inactive voters to be able to vote. Theroux 
said inactive voters occur in situations where they 
do not return their census, but are still registered and 
can vote once they have checked in at the polling 
location and address their inactive status. 

“Our goal is to make sure that everyone has the 
opportunity to vote,” said Theroux. 

He said there are currently more than 17,000 vot- 
ers in Agawam, and the number is still growing, as 
the clerk’s office receives more voter registrations 
that were filed by the Oct. 17 deadline. 

“We are still processing applications we have re- 
ceived,” said Theroux. 

In addition to the turnout at Agawam Town Hall, 
more than 1,000 absentee ballots have already been 
issued for college students and other residents that

AGAWAM — Police have made 
three arrests in connection with ex- 
plosives left in mailboxes through- 
out town last week after warning 
residents that the devices were left 
in at least six mailboxes. 

According to the Agawam Po- 
lice Department arrest log, Amber 
R. Greene, 17, of 24 White Fox 
Road, Agawam, and two juveniles 
whose names were not released 
were charged in connection with 
the incident. 

The three individuals are being 
charged with wanton destruction of 
property under $250 (two counts), 
exploding an explosive, incendiary 
or destructive device or substance 
(two counts) and placing an explo- 
sive, incendiary or destructive de- 
vice or substance (four counts). 

Agawam Police Detective Lt. 
Richard Light issued a pre-re- 
corded Blackboard Connect (for- 
merly Connect-CTY) message 
last Wednesday, Oct. 24, to alert 
residents to the pressure-activated 
explosive devices reported to the 
department over the weekend. 

According to Light, the devices 
were made using plastic soda bot- 
tles and caustic chemicals and could 
cause bodily injury and chemical

burns. He declined to comment on 
what type of chemical was used, 
but said that if shaken, the chemical 
and “other material” used to make 
the device could create a vapor re- 
action that could expand the bottle 
and explode. 

The bottles were reportedly 
found over a period of 36 hours 
from Sunday, Oct. 21 to Monday, 
Oct. 22 all throughout town, Light 
said. Two of the devices that were 
left reportedly exploded in the 
mailboxes while the other four 
were found intact. 

No injuries were reported and 
police were still conducting their 
investigation at presstime. 

“Its a safety issue,” said Light. 
“If someone opened the mailbox 
and the bottle hadn’t been detonat- 
ed; if it someone grabbed it and for 
whatever reason shook it, it could 
have created a chemical reaction 
powerful enough to cause bodily 
injury.” 

He said two people were arrested 
Thursday, Oct. 25, in connection 
with the crime, which is a felony. 
Another was arrested Saturday, 
Oct. 27. 

Police said they have not re- 
ceived any reports of similar devic- 
es since announcing it to the public 
via Blackboard Connect. 


Town, region weather historic storm

ike many communities in New 

England and along the east 
coast, Agawam residents and town 
officials spent the weekend fer- 
vently preparing for the onslaught 
of weather forecasted as a result of 
Hurricane Sandy. 

“I sent out an email to all depart- 
ment heads and essential personnel 
around 7:30 or 8 a.m. on Thursday 
and I’m having a meeting on Fri- 
day to see what our response is 
going to be and to ensure everyone 
is prepared and all precautions are 
taken,” Agawam Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen said last week as the storm 
grew in intensity in the south. “You 
never know what a storm like this 
will bring.” 

On Sunday, Oct. 28 at 9 a.m., 
Cohen declared a state of emer- 
gency for the town of Agawam, ac- 
cording to the Agawam Emergency 
Management page on Facebook, 
and schools were closed Monday, 
Oct. 29. 

By as early as Sunday, Oct. 28, 
Western Massachusetts Electric 
Company (WMECo), had crews 
ready to respond to the power out- 
ages that are likely to impact west- 
ern Mass., starting Monday. 
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This image from Accuweather.com shows Hurricane San- 
dy as it moved up the east coast last weekend. 


Over the weekend, WMECo re- 
leased a statement saying the fore- 
cast called for rain and increasing 
winds lasting into Tuesday. 

“Based on the significance of 
this storm, power outages are 
likely and customers are urged to 
be prepared,” read the statement 
from WMECo spokesperson Frank 
Poirot. “All WMECo employees 
are committed to their storm as- 
signments, which may be different 
from their regular jobs, to help en- 
sure a high level of customer ser- 


vice during this storm.” 

According to the statement, in 
the event of a power loss, workers 
will begin trying to restore power 
“as soon as it is safe to do so.” 

Only 1,500 residents lost power 
during the storm, said Cohen, add- 
ing that the majority of them had 
power restored within 40 minutes.

Beth Baker, a former Brimfield resident, 
spent much of the days after the destructive 
June 1, 2011 tornadoes helping to clean up 
property on Haynes Hill Road in her for- 
mer town. And she said it was at that time 
that she decided she just had to dedicate 
an upcoming issue of Living Spaces — the 
magazine that features homes in Western 
Massachusetts and Northern Connecticut 
for which she serves as associate publisher

“While we usually focus a lot on design 
and materials of homes in our region, I want- 
ed this issue to be different,’ said Baker. “I 
wanted them to spend most of the time talk- 
ing what it was like that day, and what it’s 
been like since.” 

She said she was able to contact these fam- 
ilies in the region with the assistance of local 
realtors and the helpfulness of organizations 
like Rebuilding Together in Springfield. 

And despite the terror that cut right 
through their lives and those of their neigh- 
bors during those late afternoon moments 
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Home is where their hearts survived

of June 1, 2011, many of whom related the 
helplessness of their longtime homes be- 
ing torn apart above them, there is an over- 
whelming message of hope that came out 
of those events, wrote Living Spaces Editor 
Rich Wirth in his note at the beginning of 
the magazine. 

“The twister touched down in the south- 
east corner of Westfield initially, less than 
half a mile from my home; had the winds 
shifted a bit that day, I might have become 
part of the story — and boy are there stories,” 
wrote Wirth. “In this commemorative issue, 
you'll hear seven of them from four of the 
10 affected communities; not just stories of 
resilience and renewal as our cover teaser 
suggests, but ones of courage, selflessness, 
generosity and goodwill.”

Theroux, over 17,000 residents are 
registered to vote. Of those, he is predict- 
ing a voter turnout of over 80 percent. Will 
you turnout? 

We’ve written about the importance of 
voting many times in this space through 
of the years, and we remind readers now 
that over the course of our nation’s histo- 
ry, so many of our fellow Americans have 
defended and died to protect your right to 
vote. 

This year, the term “voter suppression” 
reared its ugly headline in states that pro- 
posed legislation that would require photo 
identification cards to be presented at the 
polls or similar voter restriction measures. 
According to some estimates, if enacted, 
23 million Americans of voting age could 
have been turned away at the polls on Elec- 
tion Day for not having the required state 
photo identification. This summer alone, 
the voting rights of five million Americans 
could have been stripped away due to vot- 
ing restriction legislation. Thankfully and 
wisely, the majority of these proposed 
bills have been struck down or postponed 
indefinitely. Strict photo ID laws have 
been delayed in Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, 
Texas and South Carolina until after the 
election. In Ohio, a judge restored three 
early voting days, which historically pro- 
duces big voting numbers, after officials 
there worked to omit them. 

While the thought of denying millions 
of Americans their right to vote is a threat 
to the founding principles of our democ- 
racy, in some ways, that threat has had a 
positive impact. At no time is something 
more precious than at the moment we 
face the fear of losing it. Imagine being 
stripped of your Constitutional right to 
vote. It’s singularly un-American! 

This week, our Page 1 story breaks down 
upcoming election for you. In addition to 
deciding who will lead our country for the 
next four years, voters will decide on the 
too-close-to-call U.S. Senate race between 
Republican incumbent Scott Brown and 
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Democratic challenger Elizabeth Warren, 
a race that has caught the attention of the 
nation as it could decide party control of 
the Senate.

“Crisp” 
usually has a higher amount of sugar and/or butter than

At just over a foot tall, my newly grafted 

apple trees are a few years away from bear- 

ing fruit. When unable to grow it myself, 

the next best thing to do is support a nearby 

farmer. So last weekend my husband and I 

visited the local orchard and loaded up the 

fridge with some eat-now apples as well as 


ty-two and forty degrees. 

No room in the fridge? 
Try storing them in the cellar at tempera- 
tures close to thirty-two degrees and eighty 
to eighty-five percent humidity. Janet Chad- 
wick, in her book “The Beginner’s Guide to 
Preserving Food at Home” (Storey Publish- 
ing $14.95) recommends storing apples in 
sawdust inside a cardboard box lined with 
a plastic. Although they will ripen more 


quickly at even slightly higher temperatures, 
don’t let the lack of a super-cold spot dis- 
suade you from storing your apples. Sure, 
they won’t keep till spring, but you may get 
a month or two out of them. Any that turn a 
little soft will still make great baked apples. 

Dry apple slices. Years ago I made a great 
pie from an Old Sturbridge Village recipe 
that called for dried apple slices. They are 
easy to find these days at natural food stores, 
but just as easy to make yourself. First, peel 
and core the apples. Then, cut them into 
rings one-quarter inch thick. Most refer- 
ences advise a quick pretreatment to prevent 
browning - a dip in ascorbic acid will do it 
before putting in a one hundred and fifteen 
degree oven or dehydrator for six hours or 
more hours. You will know the fruit is dry 
enough when the center exudes no moisture. 
Once cool, the apple slices can be stored in 
airtight containers. Reportedly, when kept 
cool, they will last up to two years! 

Make applesauce. I love to borrow my 
mother’s old Foley food mill to make apple- 
sauce. It is super easy, and as I mentioned, 
it is a great way to use up the not-so-perfect 
apples. First, wash the fruit and cut it into 
wedges, leaving out the seed. Put the apples 
in a pot with an inch or two of water and 
cook until soft. Run them through the food 
mill or another type of strainer. I usually 
don’t add sugar, but I do like to season with 
cinnamon and ginger. At this point you can 
freeze the sauce or can it. I plan to try can- 
ning applesauce next week; wish me luck 
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and Ill let you know how it goes!

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Westover serves as staging area for FEMA New England

CHICOPEE -— Punishing winds from Hurricane Sandy 
may not have spared Chicopee on Monday, but a taste of 
their strength could be felt Tuesday in a wind tunnel on the 
flight line at Westover Air Reserve Base where a row of enor- 
mous generators owned by FEMA faced tractor trailers filled 
with cots, tarps, food, water and other essential supplies. 

The military base is the New England center of operations 
for FEMA and officials from that federal agency, the Army 
Corps of Engineers and the military base were engaged in 
monitoring and assessing situations in six states. Their job 
was to compile data and send teams where assistance was 
requested to determine how to best meet needs and what 
equipment should be deployed. 

“A few trucks filled with tarps, water and food left earlier 
this morning for Connecticut,” said Robert Perreault, chief of 
emergency management for the Army Corps of Engineers at 
Westover. Other requests had come in from two wastewater 
treatment plants and an emergency shelter. “Our emergency 
response team has to go to each site to identify exactly which 
generators they will need,’ he said. “We have 49 of them 
here along with 130 specialists from the U.S. Army 249th 
Engineering Battalion.” 

Officials said reports of damage began coming in after 
daybreak and were expected to continue for days to come. 
“There are no damage estimates yet,’ Perreault said.

Congressman Richard Neal held a press conference for 
media earlier in the morning at Westover Metropolitan Air- 
port after a briefing with base officials. He said Cape Cod 
was hit hard, Vermont was dealing with storm drainage 
issues and other problems might not show up right away. 
“This strikes me as a strong and impressive effort and is a 
reminder of how important Westover is as a staging area. In 
addition to being the staging base for all of New England, it 
may also become a staging base for New York,” he said, add- 
ing the Army Corps flew in from Washington, D.C., FEMA 
officials came from Fort Lucie in Florida and the combined 
force reflected lessons learned after Hurricane Katrina. 

“FEMA will be here until they are directed to go else- 
where,” he said, explaining they were assigned at the base 
for 30 days. “We are expected to respond. It’s part of our 
responsibility to American families. Over the past few years 
the violent weather that has struck America is remarkable 
and the confluence of storms is a grim reminder that prepara- 
tion is essential.” 

Preparations at Westover included evacuating most of 
its fleet of C-5s to MacDill Air Force Base, Florida, which 
was done Sunday in anticipation of Hurricane Sandy’s 
landfall. Only two aircraft remained on base. The move was 
critical as each of Westover’s 16 C-5Bs cost about $179 mil- 
lion. 

“The public has nearly three billion dollars invested in 
Westover’s 16 C-5s, and we’re taking the steps necessary to 


protect the aircraft,’ Col. Jeffrey Hancock, 439th Airlift Wing 
Vice Commander said before the superstorm hit. “We’re also 
glad to be partnering with FEMA and are preparing to sup- 
port any search and rescue operations.” 

Neal said President Barack Obama took a proactive stance 
by declaring a state of emergency on Saturday. A 30-person 
Federal Emergency Management Agency staging team ar- 
rived at the base that day and 77 tractor-trailers loaded with 
emergency supplies arrived Sunday night. 

Lt. Col. James Bishop said Westover had plenty of land to 
house the operation. “There are 2,500 acres on the base and 
we are not usually hit as we are not on the coast,” he said. 

Like Agawam, Chicopee was spared major damage during 
the hurricane. However, Jeffrey Cady, general manager of 
Chicopee Electric Light, said they were prepared to handle 
outages. “We had extra lines and crews that came in from In- 
diana and North Carolina along with contractors and mutual 
aid available from across New England,” he said. “But I am 
glad it turned out here the way it did.” 

There was only one electric outage in the city, which oc- 
curred when two lines came down in Fairview early on Mon- 
day. “It was wind related and they were back in service in 
less than two hours,” Cady said. “We were fortunate that the 
winds were not as high as anticipated.” 

City schools closed on Monday, but re-opened Tuesday 
after a final review with the Electric Light company and po- 
lice at 5 a.m. 


Voters prepare for Nov. 6 election 
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cannot be present to vote on Nov. 6. That number is on par 
with four years ago. Theroux also said ballots seem to have 
been issued for simple convenience for voters who just do not 
want to go through the polling locations on Election Day. 

Absentee ballots must be received by Theroux by noon 
on Election Day so they can be processed at the individual 
polling locations. 

In Agawam, the biggest decision for area voters will be the 
choice for President of the United States, which pits Incum- 
bent Democrat President Barack Obama and running mate, 
Vice President Joe Biden, against Republican challenger, 
former Massachusetts Governor W. Mitt Romney, who is 
running with Paul Ryan. 

At the congressional level, U.S. Sen. Scott Brown, R-Mas- 
sachusetts, will face a challenge from Democrat Elizabeth 
Warren. 

Richard Neal, a Democrat, will run unopposed for another 
term as a U.S. Representative. He will retain Agawam as 
part of his district after the state lost a representative follow- 
ing the 2010 census. 

State Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, R-Southwick, will defend 
his seat for the first time against challenger and politi- 
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cal newcomer Samuel DiSanti, D-Agawam. Boldyga was 
elected two years ago, defeating two-term Rep. Rosemary 
Sandlin in a close race. 

State Sen. Michael Knapik, R-Westfield, will inherit Aga- 
wam following redistricting and will run unopposed. It will 
be his 11th term in the state senate. 

Also on the ballot are three questions for voters to decide 
on, with Question 1 asking residents to enact a law that will 
require motor vehicle manufacturers to provide diagnostic 
information to vehicle owners and independent repair facili- 
ties. 

Question 2, which has been the subject of much contro- 
versy, could enact a law that will legalize the prescription of 
lethal medications for patients who have a documented and 
indisputable terminal illness that will take their life within 
six months. 

Question 3 will ask voters to legalize medicinal marijuana. 
The law would specify diseases where a patient could have a 
60-day supply of marijuana for medical use only.

AGAWAM - The recent storm 
could have an adverse impact on 
the Agawam girls soccer team, 
which still has a pending game 
against Amherst.

Stratton said he attempted to try 
and get the game in on Sunday af- 
ternoon, but Amherst was already 
scheduled to play that day and he 
was not able to pull off the game.

Belchertown head coach John Mayo, who 
was against the idea two years ago, is in fa- 
vor of the new system. 

“Two years ago, I was against it, but after 
giving it a lot of thought, in the end, I’m in- 
clined to be in favor of the vote,’ Mayo said. 
“Although I am a strong advocate of what 
our Thanksgiving ritual here means to fans, 
I thought that we needed something to liven 
up our playoff system. It was time for some- 
thing new. 

“My concern personally is what Division 
we will end up in. There has been talk about 
us being in a division that would include 
several Division | schools. I’m concerned 
about that. We wouldn’t be able to compete. 
You need to consider the bigger picture and 
that’s the future of high school football. 
Most teams that we’ve played, ourselves 
included, have had to (cope) with declining 
numbers. You’re going to see more co-op 
programs. I’m in favor of anything that will 


contribute to the enthusiasm for high school 
football.” 

Ware Athletics Director and football 
coach Scott Slattery said he believes this is 
the right decision. 

“Tm very happy with the outcome of the 
vote,” Slattery said. “The MIAA was well 
prepared and it was a great turnout. It‘ll give 
us a true state champion.” 

Palmer Athletics Director Peter Farr 
agreed. 

“Football is the only sport that we don’t 
have a state champion,’ Farr said. “The foot- 
ball committee put a lot of hard work into 
this plan.” 

Monson Athletics Director Sarah Shaw, 
who’s school does not have a football pro- 
gram, also voted in favor. 

“I think it’s a good thing,” Shaw said. “A 
lot of hard work was done during the past 
couple of years. Itl be nice to have a co-op 
with Palmer or another high school. It’ll give 
the athletes who played football at the youth 
level a chance to play. Each school was given 
one ballot when they entered the room.” 

Pathfinder Athletics Director and football 
coach Don Irzyk also voted in favor of the 
proposal, but still has concerns. 

“I think it’s a start in the right direction,” 
Irzyk said. “I think there is still a lot of bugs 
in it, which will need to be fixed during the 
next two years.” 

The way the new system will work is that 
teams will play the first seven weeks of the 
season in Central and Eastern Massachusetts 
(and the first eight weeks in Western Massa- 
chusetts) to determine which teams will go 
into the playoff pool. 

Starting with week eight in Central Mas- 
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Central and Western Mass (Nov. 8-9). 

Week 10 is finals week (Nov, 15-16). 

Week 11 state semifinals (Nov. 22-23) 
with games at neutral sites. 

Week 12 is Thanksgiving (Wednesday 
night or Thursday a.m.) Nov. 27-28. 

Week 13 will feature the state finals on 
Saturday, Dec. 7 at Gillette Stadium. 

Western and Central Massachusetts teams 
will be placed in Divisions 2, 4, 5 and 6. 

The breakdown for Western Massachusetts 
schools goes: Central, East Longmeadow, 
Holyoke, Longmeadow, Minnechaug, Put- 
nam, Westfield and West Springfield in Di- 
vision 2; Agawam, Amherst, Belchertown, 
Chicopee, Chicopee Comp, Commerce, 
Northampton, Sci-Tech, South Hadley and 
Wahconah Regional in Division 4; Athol, 
Cathedral, Drury, Easthampton, Frontier, 
Hoosac Valley, Lee, Ludlow, Mahar, Mt. 
Greylock, Pittsfield and Taconic in Division 
5; and Dean Tech, Franklin Tech, Greenfield, 
McCann Tech, Mohawk, Monument Moun- 
tain, Palmer, Pathfinder, Pioneer, St. Joe’s, 
Turners Falls and Ware in Division 6. 

Schools will have until Dec. 21 to appeal 
their divisional placement. 

More than 300 school principals, athletic 
directors, coaches and others attended the 
Assembly. Following a summary presenta- 
tion of the proposal there was only one ques- 
tion from attendees and then the meeting 
proceeded to vote. 

A state football playoff proposal was de- 
feated by a vote of 190-114 at the 2010 An- 
nual Meeting. Since then the MIAA Football 
Committee has worked to address concerns 
raised by the membership and the Tourna- 
ment Management Committee.

Psychic medium stops in 


Agawam

AGAWAM - Just in time for All Hallows Eve, psychic 
medium Lisa Lanno returned to the Agawam Public Library 
Thursday, Oct. 25, with her group, G.O.N.E. Paranormal, for 
an evening of ghost talk and messages from the beyond. 

Lanno and her group, Ghosts of the North East, talked 
about their spiritual and scientific approach to paranormal 
investigations. They use technology as well as Lanno’s spe- 
cial abilities to gather and validate the information they col- 
lect. 

“A ghost kit can be very simple,” said Lanno. “A digital 
audio recorder, a digital thermometer for cold spots, a K-2 
meter to detect energy and an EMF detector to detect elec- 
tromagnetic fields make a good starter kit. I always have a 
camera ready as well as something to record video.” 

Lanno and her group presented audio and image evidence 
of ghosts and spirits. She also stated that popular paranor- 
mal-themed shows on television can be fun to watch but cau- 
tioned to the packed room of close to 90 people that chasing 
ghosts should be left to professionals.

are legally off-limits. They are unsafe, 
both physically and spiritually. I was 
that novice over 40 years ago, explor- 
ing a cemetery in Salem, Mass., near 
my hometown.

Lanno to try her hand at Tarot, or 
age-old cards often used to gain in- 
sight and clarity with a person’s life 
path.

lives, I will do what I can to help 
focus in on that person and assist, if 
possible,” said Lanno. “I do not seek 
people out. However, if they would 
like help, they are welcome.”

Before the event, she says 
that spirit friends and relatives come 
to her and she writes down the things 
for their loved ones on slips of paper. 
During the event, she does her best to 
connect the notes with people.

“Tve learned to shorten readings to 
help more people but sometimes we 
run out of time,” she said, mentioning 
how when an event wraps so does her 
communication with the other side. 
“If I give a reading to someone after 
an event, it becomes unfair to every- 
one else who would not receive one.” 

She also shared about how she deals 
with skeptics and what it’s like to work 
in a highly scrutinized field. 

“People are anxious for answers, 
comfort or closure but people also 
have a right to believe or not believe,’ 
she said. “I never try to convince anyone. If, and when, they 
are ready, they will come to me with an open mind.”
